Rust In Cotton 
Many fields of cotton are becoming 
spotted, 
the 
stalks drying up 
and 
leaves falling off in these spots. Th s 
condition has caused a great deal of 
anxiety among the farmers. 
They 
wish to know the cause and how 
to 
prevent these spots from 
becoming 
larger, 
The County Agent has found 
in most cases that it is a rust condi­ 
tion, mainly due to weather condi­ 
tions during the past season. 
Rust is a species of plant hunger. 
It is not a disease but is due to 
the 
hick of available potash in the soil. 
In many instances where th ’s rusty 
condition is showing up there is very 
likely plenty of potash in the soil, 
but 
it 
is

an unavailable form. I successful 
Where plenty of soil moisture is 
pres- ployed at 
ent all plant foods become more avail­ 
able, including a sufficient amount of 
potash, particularly on the sandy, or 
-me might say, thirsty types of soil. 
Soils lacking in humus have not the 
ib lity to retain moisture 
as 
those 
ontaining humus have. 
If you have dy tig or dead Spots in 
your field, examine them closely. 
If 
t is the red spider it can be disting­ 
uished because 
the red spider is on 
the under sd e 
of the leaf in large 
numbers and can be 
seen

naked eye if examined very closely. 
There has been very little red spider 
found in the county. 
If you have the 
wilt, you can determine this by pull­

The cotton leaf-worm was report­ 
ed spreading 
over 
Texas early in 
July. 
For some reason it got an e a r­ 
ly start and was in some of the gulf 
counties 
in June. 
Showers accele­ 
rate the development of the 
broods.

to 
prevent those spots from 
becoming 
larger. 
The County A gent has found 
in nn»st cases that it is a rust condi­ 
tion, mainly due to w eather condi­ 
tions during the past season. 
Rust is a species of plant hunger. 
It is not a disease but is due to 
the 
lack of available potash in the soil. 
In m any instances where t h :s rusty 
ondition is showing up there is very 
likely plenty of potash in the soil, 
but

an unavailable form. 
W here plenty of soil moisture is pres- 
nt all plant foods become more avail­ 
able, including a sufficient am ount of 
potash, particularly on the sandy, or 
one might say, th irsty types of soil.
